OUT VOTERS HERE IN 
RACE FOR CONGRESS 

Republicans Vote Stronger In Mays- 
yllle In Today's Primary Than they 
Have Ever Bone Before— Dr. 
To Get Strong Endorsement

Covington Man Likely To Be C! 
By Republicans as Manager of 
Campaign In November. 



Republicans of Kentucky are not 
much accustomed to a primary elec- 
tion and for this reason It is expected 
that the primary election being held In 
Mason county today as well as all of 
the other counties in the Ninth Con- 
gressional district will show a very 
light vote. Reports from the b!x pre- 
cincts In the city of Maysvllle, how- 
ever, are very encouraging as it ap- 
pears that more Republicans have 
voted in this primary than In any other 
primary election ever held. 

Although Interest has been keen. In 
campaign of Dr. W. S. Yazell, Mason 
county's candidate for the Congres- 
sional nomination, since his formal en- 
trance In that race, Interests In his be 
half were redoubled this morning and 
his supporters came out loyally early 
in the day and a good vote for a Re- 
publican primary will have ben cast 
In Maysvllle when the polls close at 4 
o'clock this afternoon. 

Reports reaching Maysvllle Friday 
evening from other counties In the dis- 
trict wore very encouraging to Dr 
YateM'8 candidacy and It appears that 
he will come out tonight as a winner 
and If he does, he will have little 
trouble in carrying this section of the 
district in the November election 
against W. J. Fields, the Incumbent 
Dr. Yrazell's strongest support In the 
primary is expected to come from Ma 
son, Lewis, Bracken, Harrison, Rob 
ertson and Boyd counties and he is 
Rlso expected to receive a good vote 
in the other counties of the district 
wh e the five other candidates for 
the nomination will cut up the vote 
considerably. 

Every Republican in Maysvllle and 
Mason county should be certain to see 
that their vote counts. The polls close 
promptly at 4 o'clock this afternoon

Louisville, Ky. ( August 7.— When the 
Republican State Central Committee 
meots'here tlext Wednesday to select a 
ampalgn Chairman to direct the activ- 
ities of the Republican organization In 
Kentucky this fall Maurice L. Galvln, 
Covington (Ky.) attorney, will be 
chosen. It was Indicated yesterday. 

Galvln directed the contest for Ihe 
Governorship In 1916 when A. 0. Stan- 
ley defeated Edwin P- Morrow by a 
margin of a few hundred votes. Mor- 
row declined to contest the election, 
although a number of his friends in- 
Isted that had he carried the election 
into the courts he would have been de- 
clared to be the winner. 

Galvln has been In every political 
battle in Kentucky for the past two 
decades' and it is predicted he will 
make the fight of his life to elect Rich- 
ard P. Ernst to the United States Sen- 
ate in November. ,

William Jones, one of the three con- 
vltts who escaped early Thursday 
morning from a prison work camp 
near Sharpsburg, was captured near 
the County Infirmary on the C. & 0. 
railroad at about 6 o'clock Friday eve- 
ning by Chief of Police Harry A. Ort. 

Earlier in the day Friday Chief Ort 
had been advised by telephone that 
three prisoners had escaped from 
Sharpsburg and it was supposed they 
had escaped jail But it later developed 
that these men were members of a 
gang of state penitentiary convicts 
who were working in a rock quarry 
near Sharpsburg and being confined in 
a temporary jail at night The three 
men escaped from the temporary Jail 
by sawing their way through the roof 
of the building Just before daylight 
Thursday morning. 

Jones says that he with the other 
two men came together as far as Til- 
ton, Fleming county, when he" came 
toward Maysvllle and the other two 
went In the direction of Mt. Sterling. 
He says he was endeavoring to get 
into the state of Ohio and had ridden 
from Flemingsburg to Maysvllle Fri- 
day afternoon late. He then took the 
C. & 0. railroad and was walking east 
on that road when caught by Chief 
Ort. 

The Chief was riding east on a 
street car when he noticed the big 
black man walking along the railroad 
track. He asked the motorman to slow 
the car down and he dropped off the 
car directly in front of the convict 
The man at first said his name was 
William Swan and that his home was 
in Cincinnati. The Chief then told him 
his correct name and that he had 
escnped from the prison camp. With 
this the negro said: "You've got it on 
me Boss." and he then told the story. 
Jones was locked In the Mason county 
jail and the state penitentiary was 
notified. 

Jones was sent to the state peniten- 
tiary from Danville. Boyle county, on 
January 26th, 1916, on a charge of 
manslaughter to serve a term of from 
2 to 21 years. 

Chelf Ort received a telegram thl 
morning from the Warden of the State 
Penitentiary ordering him to deliver 
Jones to the state Institution and he 
will leave with his prisoner Monday 
morning for Frankfort.

GOOD NEWS IF 1 
TRUE; PRICES GOING 
DOWN EXPERTS SAY 

General Hednction In the Cost of Food 
And Clothing Is Predicted By 
Government Experts. 

Washington, August 7. — A general 
reduction in retail prices of foods and 
clothing Is forecast for this fall . by 
Government price experts here. 

Economic conditions now seem to 
Indicate war inflation is subsiding. ' 

Wholesale prices dropped to an av- 
erage of slightly more than one per 
cent. In the past thirty days. Labor 
Department reports showed today. 

Meats, fish and vegetables now are 
stored in quantities far greater than 
one year ago, Agriculture Department 
surveys show. 

Bumper crops of wheat und other 
cereals are In prospect, in fact, are 
partially harvested In the Southwest 
and farm labor Is plentiful except In 
i few sections. 

Luxury tax receipts are falling off, 
showing the stampede has stopped at 
stores selling luxuries, including auto- 
mobiles, diamonds and extravagant 
clothing. 

Diamond importations have dropped 
off more than 25 per cent. 

Candy merchants all over the United 
States now are complaining of a drop- 
ping off of business. 

The one pessimistic note In the sit- 
uation is the effect the railroad rate 
increases may have. A number of of- 
ficials. Including economic expert, J 
E. Weatherly, of the Justice Depart 
meat, hold the new rate will Increase 
living costs. The increase will be at 
least three times the additional cost of 
transportation, or about 14,500,000, 
"00, according to Weatherly. If Weath 
erly and his associates are right the 
present trend toward lower prices may 
be completely neutralized.

GOVERNOR COX IS 
NOTIFIED OF NOMINATION 

Federal Office Holders Prominent at 
Notification of Democratic 
Nominee Today.

Dayton, 0., August 7. — Notilled, to- 
day, of his nomination for the Presi- 
dency by the Democratic national con- 
vention — a fact of which he has been 
aware for more than a month — Gov- 
ernor, James M. Cor formally an- 
nounced that he would make the race 
for America's greatest political prize, 
the Presidency. 

Federal office holders were prom- 
inent In the crowd which heard Sena- 
tor Robinson's speech of notification, 
and the Governor's acceptance ad- 
dress. All states, territories and pos- 
sessions of the United States were rep- 
resented in the day's program, which 
£ttlminated in Governor Cox's address. 

A half holiday was in force for the 
ceremony at the Montgomery County 
Fair Grounds, about a mile from the 
center of the city. 

Joseph P. Tumulty, President Wil- 
son's secretary, and Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Cox's running mate, wero 
on the platform with the nominee. 

Among speaking dates announced 
for the Democratic nominee are: Ohio 
Democratic convention, Columbus, 
August 17; New York police Held day, 
Gravesend track, August 28; Camp 
Perry rifle match, Aug. 12; West Vir- 
ginia Democratic convention Wheel- 
ing, August 14; Indiana editors' meet- 
ing, South Bend, late this month.

ALLIED CHIEFS TO 
HOLD CONFERENCE 
THIS EVENING 

Agreement To Help Stricken Poland 
May Be Reached at Tonight's 
Meeting. 

London, August 7. — Premier Mtll- 
erand of France and Marshal Foch are 
expected to arrive at Hythe, England, 
this evening, for a -conference with 
Premier Lloyd George and Field Mar- 
shal Wilson on emergency measures 
against the Bolshevik armies in Po- 
land and Persia. It Is rumored here 
that a message from Balnbridge Colby, 
the American Secretary of State, sent 
following yesterday's conference with 
President Wilson, has been rcelved by 
Lloyd George. 

Military aid for Poland, consisting 
of one or two divisions each from 
France, Great Britain, Rumania, Let- 
via, and possibly other nations, is one 
of the emergency measures to be dis- 
cussed by the premiers. This plan, as 
well as other measures, has been rec- 
ommended by the French and British 
missions at Warsaw. It Is proposed 
that these reinforcements take field to 
defend the capital of Poland. 

The sudden appearance of the Soviet 
armies outside Teheran, the capital of 
Persia, is threatening to change the 
entire face of the European situation, 
as It is considered a direct challenge 
to British and French supremacy In 
Asia. John L. Caldwell, tha American 
minister to Persia, has received per- 
mission to remove the American lega- 
tion from Teheran. 

Unconfirmed reports from East 
Prussian sources state that tho Polish 
government already has been removed 
to Posen, and that tho Russian ad- 
vance guards are entering the out- 
skirts of Warsaw.
